tu -vote who is not a full citiuen of the 
country. 


The penalty for illegal 
voting is 


quite severe and all foreign born peo- 
ple, now living in this stale, who have 
not taken out their final citizenship 
papers, should make a note of the 
above change ill the law.

Section. 1753-1 7 of the .statutes ol this 
jtate provides that "Any public ser- 
vice corporation as herein defined, or 
any agent, director or officer thereof 
who shall, directly, or indirectly, issue 
or causp to be issued any stocks, cer- 
tificates of stock, bonds, notes or other 
evidences of indebtedness, contrary to 
the provisions of this act, 
shall for- 


feit and pay into the state .treasury 
not less than five hundred dollars nor 
more than ton thousand dollars for 
each offense." 


"W> think it will be possible to de- 


vise some way by which stock can be 
sold to users in thte city who may di;- 
sire the same on demand, but it will 
require 
some 
time to work out a 


scheme for doing this. 


We would, therefore, further recom- 


mend that when this meeting adjourn 
it adjourn to some fixed date in April, 
and that either the present committee 
be authorized to make further inves- 
gation 'of tlu-se matters and report, 
or that a new committee be appointed 
to-act.

it is necessary to pump river wa- 


ter intu,. the mains. 


Several tests have been made on 


the h i l l by sinking points and pump- 
Ing out the water, and the verdict of 
those who had the matter in charge 
was that there was an abundance of 
water there if a system wore properly 
Installed, and 
engines placed 
there 


for the purpose of pumping the wa- 
ter from the soil. 
However, nothing 


was done toward putting in the neces- 
sary apparatus, notwithstanding the 
fact that knowledge of the conditions 
has existed for a number of years. 


There are many towns that, would 


give a good deal for the same chance 
that we have here of obtaining pure 
spring water for drinking purposes, 
and it would seem as if our city fathers 
should have gumption enough to take 
advantage of the natural advantages 
with which this section is blessed. ' 


While the supply of spring watf>r 


may not be inexhaustible, still all 
the 


experts who have looked Into the mat- 
ter sny that there is an abundance for 
our needs for ,a pood many years to 
come, and there is no reason why we 
should not make, the best of our op- 
portunities.

G. Oaten and Petty Officer. E. Evans. 
Captain Scott's party, said Douglass 
W. Froahfleld, vice-president of 
the 


Geographical society, in making the 
announcement, found Captain Roald 
Amundsen's tent and records at the 
south pole., 


Overwhelmed by Blizzard. 


On'the rdtura trip, about March .29, 


1912, eleven miles from One Ton de- 
pot, a blizzard overwhelmed 
them. 


They had suffered greatly from hun- 
ger and exposure and the death of 
Scott, Bowers and Wilson virtually,, 
was duo to that. ' They 
died soon 


after tho blizzard swept down on tho 
party. 
Oatcs died 
from exposure a few 


days later. 
The death of Evans re- 


sulted from a full. 
Tho other mem- 


bers of tho expedition are reported to 
bo In good health. A searching party 
discovered their bodies and records 
somo tlmo later. 


Captain Dates evidently set out 


from tho tent In which tho four men 
had all but succumbed to starvr.tion 
and exhaustion to brave death alone 
In the blizzard which had overwhelmed 
them. After a struggle for weeks with 
his hands frostbitten, Gates declared 
to his comrades that he was going to 
set out In tho storm and didn't know 
when he would come back. .Ho left 
tho tent and was never seen again. 
Ho evidently know ho was sotting out 
to'meet hla death alone. 


Give Up Struggle With Storm. 
Tho others later tried to push on, 


but were forced Into camp again 
March 21, after nine 'days of struggle 
In the blizzard. Food and fuel' were 
both exhausted. 


Probably realizing that his party 


was doomed, Captain Scott entered in 
his diary four clays later: "A message 
to tho public." In this ho declared 
that tho disaster was duo not to faulty 
organization, but to misfortune. 
Ho 


said nobody In the.world could expect 
successfully to encounter such tem- 
peratures and storms as they had met 
on tho barrier, which BO retarded 
their progress. 
When they arrived 


within eleven miles of One Ton depot 
they had fuel for only one hot meal 
and food for two days. 


Tho doomed explorer wrote apolo- 


getically of his "rough notes." Ho said 
thes^ and tho bodies must tell 
the 


talo. 
Ho appealed to his countrymen 


for the care of those dependent upon 
tho perishing explorers.

Farewell 
Message 
From 
Explorer 


Found on Hlo Corpse. 


London, Feb. 12.—Among records 


found on Captain Scott was tho fol- 
lowing, written at tho tlmo he real- 
ized his mission must end in disaster. 
It la his last message to tho world, 
completed while the pangs of hunger 
and suffering from cold were slowly 
but surely killing him. and his com- 
panions: 


"The causes of tills disaster are not 


due to faulty organization but to mis- 
fortune In all the risks which had to 
be undertaken. 


"One, the.loss of pony transport in

"We fought those untoward events 


with will and conquered, but it-ate in- 
to our reserve provislonsrEvery detail 
of. our tood supplies, clothing 
and 


depots made on the interior ice. sheet 
and on that long stretch of 700 miles 
to the pole and baok 'worked out to 
perfection, 


"The advance party, would have re- 


turned to the glacier in fine form and 
with a surplus of food but for the as- 
tonishing failure of tho man whom we 
had least expected to fall. 


"Seaman Edgar Evans was thought 


to be the strongest man of the party, 
and.Beardmoro glacier is not difficult 
in fine'weather. But on our return we 
did not get: u single completely fine 
day. 
This, with 
a sick companion, 


enormously increased our anxieties. 


"We got into frightfully rough Ice, 


and IDdgar Evans received a concus- 
sion of the brain. He died a natural 
death, but.left ua a shaken party, with 
the season unduly advanced. 


"But all these facts enumerated 


were as nothing to the surprise which 
awaited us on the barrier. 
I main- 


tain that our arrangements for return- 
ing were quite adequate and that no 
one in the world would have done bet- 
ter in the weather which, we encoun- 
tered at this time of the year. 


"On the summit in latitude S5 de- 


grees to 86 degrees we had minus 20 
to minus 30. On the barrier, in lati- 
tude 82 degrees, 10,000 feet lower, we 
had minus 30. On the barrier, in lat!-

second companion, Captain Gates, and 
a shortage of "fuel in our depots, for 
which I cannot account, and finally, 
but for the storm which had fallen:.on 
us within eleven miles of the depot 
at which we hoped to secure the final 
supplies,,

the 


Geographical society, in making the 
announcement, found Captain Roald 
Amundsen's tent and records at the 
south pole. 


Overwhelmed by Blizzard. 


On the return trip, about March 29, 


1912, eleven miles from One Ton de- 
pot, a blizzard 
overwhelmed 
them. 


They had suffered greatly from hun- 
ger and exposure and the death of 
Scott, Bowers and Wilson 
virtually, 


was due to that 
They died soon 


after the blizzard swept down on the 
party. 


Gates died 
from 
exposure a few 


days later 
The death of Evans re- 


sulted from a fall 
The other mem 


hers of the expedition are reported to 
be in good health. A searching parlj 
discovered their bodies and records 
some time later. 


Captain Oates evidently set out 


from the tent in which the four men 
had all but succumbed to starvation 
and exhaustion to brave death alone 
in the blizzard which had overwhelmed 
them. After a struggle for weeks with 
his hands frostbitten, Oates declared 
to his comrades that he was going to 
set out in the storm and didn't know 
when he would come back. 
He left 


the tent and was never seen again 
He evidently knew he was setting out 
to meet his death alone. 


Give Up Struggle With Storm. 
The others later tried to push on, 


but were forced into camp again 
March 21, after nine days of struggle 
in the blizzard. Food and fuel were 
both exhausted. 


Probably realizing that his party 


was doomed. Captain Scott entered in 
his diary four days later "A message 
to the public." 
In this ho declared 


that the disaster was due not 10 faulty 
organization, but to misfortune 
Ho 


said nobody in the world could expect 
successfully to encounter such tem- 
peratures and storms as they had met 
on the barrier,

When they arrived 


within eleven miles of One Ton depot 
they had fuel for only one hot meal 
and food for two days.

AMERICAN EMBASSY IS HIT 


Artillery • Engagement Between Ma- 


dero and Diaz Force* Lasted for 
Over Eight Hourt Without Results 
to Either Side. 


Mexico City, Feb. 12.—After eight 


hours of artillery battle in the heart 
of the capital of Mexico, a battle 
never before paralleled in the history 
of the -western continents—with hun- 
dreds reported killed and wounded, 
among them many Americans, the 
foreign population in alarm, and the 
American embassy torn by shells, the 
Mexican revolution stands at a dead- 
lock.

Mexico City, Feb m.—Following a 


day of bloodshed i the national capi- 
tal, in which 200 persons were killed 
and 500 others wounded, the fate of the 
republic of Mexico under President 
Fn-<isco I. Madero is trembling in 
the 'ralance. The long predicted re- 
volt against the present regime, which 
lias been smoldering practically ever 
since Madero overthrew Por*irio L.az, 
was realized when a large part of the 
federal troops revolted, released Gen. 
Felix Diaz, nephew of the former pres- 
ident, and Gen Bernardo Reyes, an- 
other Diaz adherent, who had been 
confined in Belem prison since last 
December, and with these two popular 
idols at their head descended upon the 
national palace. 


Madero Defends His Palace. 


President Madero, forewarned of the 


movement, hastily summoned those 
troops who had remained loyal to him 
and, with the aid of machine guns, 
n_et the insurgents in front of the pal- 
ace. For more than an hour the Zoca- 
lo, the plaza which faces the palace.

Bulgarians Clearing the Field of Foe* 


Who Were Slain in Savage Fight- 


ing in Gallipoli, 


Sofia, Bulgaria. Feb. 12.—The Turk- 


iish army in the Peninsula of Galli- 
poli lost C.OOO men and fifty officers 
during the fighting at Bulair, accord- 
ing to an official report issued here. 


Several thousand Turkish soldiers 


are declared to have fullen in a bat- 
tle before the Tehatalja lines on Feb- 
iuar> 9 and thousands more at Char- 
keui. 


The report of the Bulgarian army 


says: "Having repulsed several Turk- 
ish attacks along the Tehatalja lines 
except on the extreme 
right 
flank 


where they were exposed to tile con- 
vergent flre from tne Turkish war- 
ships in the Sen of Marmora and the 
Gulf of Buyuk Cheluntdje retired to 
fresh positions five or six miles to the 
rear. 
The losses of the Bulgarians 


were insignificant, while those of the 
Turks amounted to several thousand 
men, 
mainly due to the excellently 


directed Bulgarian shell flre

iish army in the Peninsula of Galli- 
poli lost C.OOO men and fifty officers 
during the fighting at Bulair, accord- 
ing to an official report issued here. 


Several thousand Turkish soldiers 


are declared to have fallen in a bat- 
tie before the Tehatalja lines on Feb- 
ruary 9 and thousands more at Char- 
keui. 


The report of the Bulgarian army

But six of these 
cows we count worthy of remaining in 
the herd, The profits, to be sure, have 
•been small, because of the price of hay, 
and unless-we can raise the roughage 
for .-our stock we may have to give up 
the struggle as dairy farmers, But we 
can produce corn, and with our silage, 
as well as shredded fodder, we are 
greatly helped. If once we can get 
alfalfa established, our feed problem 
will be-nearly solved.

Al- 


though yonr present course in book- 
keeping is by no means weak, better 
results would probably be secured if 
somewhat more attention were paid to 
recitation, drill,- and class instruction.. 
Mr, Schwede, Miss Snow, and I talked 
at such length regarding the"1 technique 
of teaching commercial branches that 
I think it unnecessary to touch on that 
phase of the problem at,this time.1 


It is, of course, no news to you to be 


told that the work of the department 
has grown to such proportions that you 
must very soon provide additional assist- 
ance if the present standard of the de- 
partment is to be maintained, Ycur 
recent introduction of penmanship drill 
for the entire high school forces you to 
consider this problem at an earlier date 
than would have been necessary other- 
wise. It is my idea that if further 
assistance 'is provided at any time, the 
teacher secured should handle book- 
keeping, commercial law, , geography 
and arithmetic.

There 
will be no .halting, it is promised,' at 
the time/of the 1914 elections; for it 
s the intention of the three political 
organizations to keep up the''fight till 
the successor to' \Voorlrow Wilson la 
ihosen in 1916. 


At the' time the plans of the Pro- 


gressive party and the details of its 
campaign beginnings were given in 
these dispatches recently it. was in- 
timated that the Democrats and the 
Republicans.might be heard from iiva 
few days, Now it is fully assured that 
the Democratic and the Republican 
parties are to follow the early ex- 
ample of the Progressive party in 
starting its. campaign, and each of 
the. older parties- hopes that it may 
profit .thereby. 
. 


The Republican leaders have, just 


announced that headquarters shortly 
will be opened in the city of Wash- 
ngton and that the endeavor will be 
to "readjust matters" and to put the 
organization into fighting condition 
for the battle of 1914. 


The Democrats have not yet made 


pu'bllc announcement, but your cor- 
respondent is able to give their plans,' 
The Democratic national committee 
will be called .-to meet In Washington 
just prior to" the inauguration of Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson. 
While here 
the 


members of the committee, after a 
conference with Mr. Wilson, will ap- 
point four or five men to act as lead- 
ers of a campaign which shall be con- 
tinuous from 
now 
until the presi- 


dential election of 3916, the first 38 
months to be given over largely to ef- 
forts to make sure that in 1914 the 
party shall re-grip its present ma- 
jority in the house of representatives. 


The Democrats intend to have their 


headquarters in New York, but already 
they .are planning to have an auxiliary 
office in'1 Washington for the purpose 
of giving immediate and direct pub- 
licity to such national legislative 'ac- 
tion as they think will appeal to tho 
people in behalf of continued Demo- 
cratic rule. 


Walt for Wilson Appointments, 
It is known that 
the 
Democrats 


would like to open headquarters at 
once, hut they are held from so doing 
by a curious and Interesting fact. They 
do not know what men Mr. Wilson in- 
tends to appoint to office. 
It is im- 


possible for the Democrats today to 
ask any man of political prominence 
and of known campaigning strength 
to agree to take the post of campaign 
leader. 
There are four or five men 


who are looked upon by their party 
colleagues as eminently fit in a mili- 
tant and strategic way to meet the 
leaders of Progressiveism and Repub- 
licanism in the' field, but the fear, or 
if not fear the belief, is that most of 
these men will be given' government 
places by Mr. Wilson, which will keep 
them from giving anything but coun- 
sel to tho chiefs of the active political 
organization.

.savinsr to the people of the country 
as the result of the fact that Congress- 
man Ben Johnson of Kentucky 
Chairman of the House Committee 
on the Disrlct ot Columbia. He dis- 
covered that the people in the states 
are paying one half of the taxes for 
those who reside in the District of 
Columbia and until he began to mak 
a flifht in Congress they did not know 
it. 
Even some of the members of 


Congress did not know it. 


The practice of the 
go\ernmen 


standing one-half of the taxes for res- 
idents (it the District of Columbia is 
en old one. It has been going on for 
years. 
Custom is a hard thing to 


break down. 
But there is really no 


more reason why the people of the 
states should bear half of the expense 
tit maintaining1 the District of Colum- 
bia than there is why they should pay 
half of the taxes of the residents of 
the capitals of states. 


The old policy of the governmen 


to stand one-half cjf the taxes makes 
Washington a fine place for tax dodg- 
ing millionaires to build their palaces, 
It might only be expected that when 
Mr Johnson began his fight pressure 
would be brought to bear on him to 
force him to abandon it. It was. The 
great newspapers of Washington flayed 
him and ridiculed him; the Senate se 
itself up against him, he was opposed 
on the floor of the House, and he ha<: 
In fight, and fight hard, for every ind 
of headway he made. 


But Mr. Johnson took the attitude 


that he was sent to Congress to servo 
the best interests of all the people and 
not for the purpose of perpetuating 
foil snaps for the wealthy of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Mr. Johnson, after 
:i hard fight, succeeded in striking 
more than three millions of dollar.' 
out of the last appropriation bill for 
the District of Columbia. 


"The people back in the states are 


taxed to carry on ther local city, coun- 
ty and state governments; and, in ad- 
dition, are taxod to pay one half of til 
the municipal expenses of the city of 
Washington," declared Mr. Johnson 
"Congress quarrels and fights within 
itself over the question as to whether 
one or two battleships shall be built 
and without batting an eyo or asking 
a question votes the price of a dread- 
naught to Washington each Congress. 
Widows of the old soldiers are com- 
pelled to fight and scramble for an 
eight dollar or a twelve dollar a month 
pension, but the widow of a Washing- 
ton policeman

THK COST OF LIVIVG. 


A recently published chart on the 


increase in the cost of In ing shows 
some interesting details. 


Taking 1S90 as its starting point and 


placing all costs at that ;imo at 100, 
it shows the stonily increase in the 
cost of necessities and taxes, the de- 
trease in certain other expenses. Wa- 
ges show a decrease until after the 
panic of 1893, when they began to as- 
cend and kept steadily at it until the 
panic of 1007, when they dropped 
slightly but 
quickly renewed their 


climb until now they touch 40 per cent 
advance. 
Clothing, at the same time, 


with very little 
variation, climbed 


steadily and is now at the 40 per cent 
advance mark. 


Food, .since 1S90 has dropped to

Rents, however, have steadily climbed, 
defying both panics, until now they 
touch the 70 per cent mark above the 
100, and taxes have advanced fairly 
steadily until now they reach the 62 
per cent mark.

treatment,

plies, etc., reasonably necessary at th 
time of the accident und thereaftp 
for ninety days, to relieve and cur 
him from' the effects of the injury, 
addition to the medical and surgica 
treatment, the employee is entitle 
lu an indemnity of 63 per cent of hi 
average weekly wage while totally dis- 
abled.

A recently published chart on tho 


increase in the cost of living shows 
some interesting details. 


Taking 1SBO as its starting point and 


placing all costs at that J,lm<- at 100, 
It shows the stotuly increase in the 
cost of necessities and ta-xos, the dc- 
ereaso in certain other expenses. Wa- 
ges show a decrease until after tho 
panic of 1S9S, when they began ta as- 
' ceiul and kept steadily at it until the 
panic of 1007, when 
they dropped 


slightly but 
quickly renewed their 


climb until now they touch 40 per cent 
advance. Clothing, at the same time, 
with very little 
variation, 
climbed 


steadily and is now at the 40 per cent 
advance mark. 


Food, <since 1S!)0 has dropped to 


more than liO per cont under tho 100 
mark—in 1896—and climbed until now 
Is at the 30 per cent mark above 100. 
Rents; however, have steadily climbed,

Dear Sir:—Replying to your letters 


of January 29th and Feb. 10th, relative 
to the Grand Rapids Electric Company, 
we may say: 
' 


Fi;om a careful review of your clear 


and comprehensive statement of facts, 
it is evident that the questions at issue 
are not entirely-free from doiibt. 


The practice of-the company to take 


up and pay for stock-frqin any of the 
stockholders upon presentation of same 
and to call in arid pay for stock when 
any individual or corporation has more 
than the amount allowed by Article 8 
of the amended articles of association, 
does not seem tons to be objectionable. 
If the corporation is' perfectly solvent 
and the creditors are in no' \jvise affect- 
ed-,, we can see no legal objection to the 
stockholders 
• binding themselves by 


such an agreement, 


It may be questionable whether the 


demand for stock by persons and cor- 
porations 'at -the present time can be 
complied^Avith. That of cpurse dependr 
upon the;purp09es;:;for; which the com 
pany requires the stock. Section 1758-5 
of the 'statute^provides; that '•'A public 
service corporation may ./issue stock, 
certificates of stock, bonds, notes,: or 
other evidences of indebtedness, w,hen 
necessary for 
organization-" expenses, 


and all other expenses reasonably re- 
quired in connection with the financ- 
ing and construction of its property, for 
the acquisition of property, the con- 
struction, completion, extension or im- 
provement of its" plant, distribution 
system, or facilities, or for the improve- 
ment of its service, or for the discharge 
or-.refunding- of its legal obligations 
provided, however, that no such cor- 
poration shall issue; any stock or-certifi- 
cates of stock for any purpose which is 
not properly chargeable to its capital 
account." 


If the corporation does not require 


funds for any of the purposes mention- 
ed in the 
statute, it could not be 


authorized by the Commission to issue 
stock, for the reason that there would 
be no lawful purpose to whichvthe pro- 
ceeds of such stock could be devoted. 


The contention of some of the citi- 


zens that the city has the legal right 
to and should, under section 7 of the 
franchise, purchase and take over the 
plant, is probably not maintainable. 
In 


view of the ruling of the 'supreme court 
in> the cases of City of LaCrosse vs. 
LaCrosse Gas & Electric" Co. 14GW408 
and Calumet Public Service-Comyany 
vs. City of Chilton, 148W834, Superior 
141WS68, it is not certain that such 
provisions'of franchises are 'contained in 
section 7 of the one under consideration 
bave not been wiped out.. The logic of 
these rulings would indicate that such 
provisions are no longer effective. ' 


Experience in" one or two instances 


where ..similar provisions were con- 
tained h\\ franchises convinced us tbat 
it was impossible for a municipality to 
dispose of its bonds or mortgage certi- 
ficates 
unless application was first 


made to the Commission for determin- 
ing the value of the property or approv- 
ing the contract entered into between 
the inuncipality and the owners of tho 
plant. 
Bonding houses seem reluc- 


tant to handle securities of the char- 
acter that it would be necessary for the 
city to issue to acquire the plant, un- 
less all the steps provided by the sta- 
tute .have1 been taken, 
- 


The claim that the company is a 


cooperative organization and therefore 
not' subject to the general provisions 
of the public utility law seems to us 
untenable. 
The ; corporation 
was 


formed: under/the laws of the state for 
the purpose of carrying on a public 
utility::business. 
It received a fran- 


chise from the city which authorized 
it to occupy, the streets of tho city,'with 
its distribution system; 
Pursuant to 


such franchise, it bos bqen serving the 
public generally. We do not believe 
that the common council could grant to 
an 
individual or collection of indi- 


viduals the right to use the public 
streets for anything except a public 
purpose. In our judgement, there is 
no question about the standing of the 
company under the law as a public 
utility. 


The corporation is a nondescript in 


law. It seems to be a hybrid produced 
by the union of a business corporation 
with'that of a mutual benefit associa- 
tion. Under the circumstances, it is 
not surprising that grave legal ques- 
tions haye arisen as to the status of the 
corporation and 
the interests of the 


public as well as of the. stockholders 
therein. It would be much better if 
the corporation were placed on a busi- 
ness basis allowing the stockholders a 
reasonable return 
upon their invest- 


ment and charging the general public 
reasonable rates for service. JMutual 
telephone companies and mutual elec- 
tric light companies are prolific of 
trouble and dissension because: of the 
numerous members and 
various in- 


terests involved/ 
"It is not within the power of tuo 


Commission to determine the legal 
matters involved in the cpntroversY- 


Relative to the issue of stock, the 


question could be presented 
to the 
courts by appyling to the Commission 
for authority to issue stock for the 
purpose of complying with the iran- 
chise provisions. 
The 
Commission 


could refuse this upon the ground that 
it was not required for any of the pur- 
poses authorized by. the statute. The 
company could then institute manda- 
mus proceedings to compel it to issue 
stock. This is the course that was 
pursued in the Soo case.

How 
ever, it would seem to me possible tha 
in addition to what is being done, mud 
is possible in the way of direct indus 
trial educational work and with sue] 
an equipment as you have, there shouh 
be every opportunity afforded both fo 
the individual who is to complete a high 
school course and for one who would go 
to high school if posssible to specialize 


In mechanical drawing I ,feel tha

It is rare- 
ly indeed that one sees better work in 
stenography and typewriting than is 
being done in your school. The atten- 
tion being given to spelling and pen 
manship 'is 
also commendable 
Al- 


though your present course in book- 
keeping is by no means weak, better 
results would probably be secured if 
somewhat more attention were paid to 
recitation, drill, and class instruction. 
Mr. Schwede, Miss Snow, and I talked 
at such length regarding the" technique 
of. teaching commercial branches that 
I think it unnecessary to touch on that 
phase of the problem at this time. 


It is, of course, no news to you to be 


told that the work of the department 
has grown to such proportions that you 
must very soon provide additional assist- 
ance if the present standard of the de- 
partment is to be maintained. Ycnr 
recent introduction of penmanship drill 
for the entire high school forces you to 
consider this problem at an earlier date 
than would have beeu necessary other- 
wise. It is my idea that if further 
assistance is provided at any time, the 
teacher secured should handle book- 
keepingj commercial law, geography 
and arithmetic. The plan would result 
in a closer correlation of the work of 
the. department.

Hospital Surgeon, Knowing 


Danger, Put Hi« Patient's In- 


terests Before All. 


An act of unselfish devotion by Mr. 


E. T. Mullally, house surgeon of Guy's 
hospital, London, England, was dis- 
closed at the Shoreditch county court 
during the hearing of a case recently, 


which was adjourned some time ago 
owing to his inability to attend. 
It 


was explained that for a month he 
was hovering between life and death. 
The details of his fight for the life 
of a. child wer« furnish-ed by a doctor 
at Guy's hospital. "There are timea," 
he said, "when life or death Is a mat- 
ter of minutes or even seconds. A 
child was brought into the hospital 


suffering from diphtheria in its worst 
stages. Mr. Mullally, who was 
the 


senior surgeon present, saw the child, 
and understood at once that an im- 
mediate operation, was 
imperative, 


and that even a few minutes' delay 
might be fatal. 
Diphtheria in this 


stage is terribly catching, and in the 
case of an operation such as Mr. Mul- 
lally was to perform, 
the chances 


were a hundred to one on his catching 
the disease unless he took the usual 
precautions. It was, however, a mat- 
ter of minutes. Possibly there would 


have been time for him to felcb his 
mask, which covers the whole face, 
and is a sure protection against infec- 
tion, and to take the other 
general 


precautions In such cases. He knew 
that by doing so—by waiting a tew 
minutes—he was risking the chancea 
of tho operation proving successful, 
and so he decided to operate at once, 
well realizing that he was 
almost 


bound to suffer. He saved the child's 
life, but he caught the disease, and It 
was touch-and-go with- him during * 
whole mouth."

hookworm subject. Letters alho liave 
been written to physicians and public 
health authorities in foreign 
lands 


and the reports received have been 
supplemented by reference to the ma- 
terial on file in the Burgeon general's 
omen in Washington. 


This preliminary inquiry ban shown 


that tlie hookworm Infection Is wide- 
spread in forty-six foreign countries, 
including an area of 14,464,158 square 
miles and 919,858,158 Inhabitant*. The 
countries include Italy, India, Algeria, 
British Kast Africa, Egypt, Tunis, 
Panama, Peru and most of the South 
American republics.

Opening of Democratic Headquarters 


Delayed Until Wilson Make* Hl» 
Appointments—G. O. P. Leaders 
Still Hope for Amalgamation. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washingtaon.—Beginning not later 


than the first week in April, the cam- 
paigns of three parties for the con- 
trol of the next house of representa- 
tives will be in full progress. There 
will be no halting, it is promised, at 
the time of the 1914 elections, for it 
Is the intention of the three political 
organizations to keep up the fight till 
the successor to' Woodrow Wilson is 
chosen in 1916. 


At the time the plans of the Pro- 


gressive party and the details of its 
campaign beginnings were given in 
these dispatches recently It was in- 
timated that the Democrats and the 
Republicans might be heard from In-a 
few days. Now it is fully assured that 
the Democratic and the Republican 
parties are to follow the early ex- 
ample of the Progressive party in 
starting its campaign, and each of 
the older parties hopes that it may 
profit thereby. 


The Republican leaders have just 


announced that headquarters shortly 
will be opened in the city of Wash- 
ington and that the endeavor will be 
to "readjust matters" and to put the 
organization 
into fighting condition 


for the battle of 1914. 


The Democrats have not yet made 


public announcement, but your cor- 
respondent is able to give their plans. 
The Democratic national committee 
will be called to meet in Washington 
just prior to the inauguration of Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson. 
While 
here 
the 


members of the committee, after a 
conference with Mr. Wilson, will ap- 
point four or five men to act as lead- 
ers of a campaign which shall be con 
tinuous from 
now 
until the presi- 


dential election of 3916, the first 18 
months to be given over largely to ef- 
forts to make sure that in 1914 the 
party shall re-grip its present ma- 
jority in the house of representatives. 


The Democrats intend to have their 


headquarters in New York, but already 
they are planning to have an auxiliary 
office in Washington for the purpose 
of giving immediate and direct pub- 
licity to such national legislative ac- 
tion" as they think will appeal to the 
people in behalf of continued Demo- 
cratic rule. 


Wait for Wilson Appointments.

Dear Sir:—Replying to your letters 


of January 2«th and Feb. 10th, relative 
to toe Grand Rapids Electric Company, 
we may say: 


From a careful review of your clear 


and comprehensive statement of facts, 
it is evident that the questions at issue 
are not entirely free from doubt. 


The practice of- the company to take 


up and pay for stock from any of the 
stockholders upon presentation of same 
and to call in and pay for stock when 
any individual or corporation has more 
than the amount allowed by Article 8 
of the amended articles of association, 
does not seem to us to be objectionable. 
If the corporation is perfectly solvent 
and the creditors are in no wise affect- 
ed, we can see no legal objection to the 
stockholders 
binding themselves by 


such an agreement. 


It may be questionable whether the 


demand for stock by persons and cor- 
porations at the present time can be 
complied with. That of course depends 
upon the purposes for which the com- 
pany requires the stock. Section 1753-5 
of the statute provides that "A public 
service corporation may issue stock, 
certificates of stock, bonds, notes, or 
other evidences of indebtedness, when 
necessary for 
organization expenses, 


and all other expenses reasonably re- 
quired in connection with the financ- 
ing and construction of its property, for 
the acquisition of property, the con- 
struction, completion, extension or im- 
provement of its plant, distribution 
system, or facilities, or for the improve- 
ment of its service, or for the discharge 
or refunding of its legal obligations 
provided, however, that no such cor- 
poration shall iasue any stock or certifi- 
cates of stock for any purpose which is 
not properly chargeable to its capital 
account." 


If the corporation does not require 


funds for any of the purposes mention- 
ed in the 
statute, it could not be 


authorized by the Commission to iasne 
stock, for the reason that there would 
be no lawful purpose to which the pro- 
ceeds of such stock could be devoted. 


The contention of some of the citi- 


zens that the city has the legal right 
to and should, tinder section ? of the 
franchise, purchase and take over the 
plant, is probably not maintainable. 
In 


view of the ruling of the Bupreme oonrt 
in the CMM of City of LaCrone vs. 
UCroaw Ou & Electric Co. 148W408 
Bad Calumet Public Service Comyany 
vs. City of Chilton, 148W384, Superior 
H1W888, it is not certain that such 
proviaioni'of franchises are contained in 
section 7 of the one under consideration 
have not been wiped out.. The logic of 
theie rulings would indicate that such 
provisions are no longer effective. 


Experience in one or two instances 


where similar provision* were 
con- 


tained in franchises convinced us that 
it WM impossible for a municipality to 
dispose of ita bonds or mortgage certi- 
ficates unless application was first 
made to the Commission for determin- 
ing the value of the property or approv- 
ing the contract entered into between 
the innncipality and the owners of the 
plant. 
Bonding booses seem reluc- 


tant to handle securities of the char- 
acter that it would be necessary for the 
city to issue to acquire the plant, un- 
less all the steps provided by the sta- 
tute have been taken. 


The claim that the company is a 


cooperative organization and therefore 
not' subject to the general provisions 
of the public utility law seems to "us 
untenable. 
The 
corporation 
was 


formed under the laws of the state for 
the purpose of carrying on a public 
utility business. 
It received a fran 


chise from the city which authorized 
it to occupy the street* of tho city with 
its distribution system. 
Pursuant to 


such franchise, it has been serving the 
public generally. We do not believe 
that the common council could grant to 
an individual or collection of indi- 
viduals the right to use the public 
streets for anything except a public 
purpose. In our judgement, there is 
no question about the standing of the 
company under the law as a public 
utility. 


The corporation is a nondescript in 


law. It seems to be a hybrid produced 
by the union of a business corporation 
with that of a mutual benefit associa 
tion. Under the circumstances, it is 
not surprising that grave legal qucs 
tions have arisen as to the status of the 
corporation and the interests of the 
public as well as of the stockholders 
therein. It would be much lietter if 
the corporation were placed on a busi- 
ness basis allowing the stockholders a 
reasonable return 
upon their invest 


raent and charging the general public 
reasonable rates for service. Mutual 
telephone companies and mutual elec- 
tric light companies are prolific of 
trouble and dissension because of (lie 
numerous inembei's and 
various in- 


terests involved. 


It is not within the power of the 


Commission 
to determine (he !e<al 


matters involved in the conliwersy. 


Relative to the issue ot stock, the 


question could be presented 
to the 


courts by appyling to the Commission 
for authority to issue stock for the 
purpose of complying with the fran- 
chise 
provisions. 
The Commission 


could refuse this upon the ground that 
it was not required for any of the pur- 
poses authorized by the statute. The 
company could then institute manda- 
mus proceedings to compel it to issue 
stock. 
This is the course that wiis 


pursued in the Soo case,

ment of its service, or for the discharge 
or refunding of its legal obligations 
provided, however, that no such cor- 
poration shall issue' any stock or certifi- 
cates of stock for any purpose which is 
not properly chargeable to its capital 
account." 


If the corporation does not require 


funds for any of the purposes mention- 
ed in the 
statute, it could not be 


authorized by the Commission to issue 
stock, for the reason that there would 
be no lawful purpose to which the pro- 
ceeds of such stock could be devoted. 


The contention of some of the citi- 


zens that the city has the legal right 
to and should, under section ~ of the 
franchise, purchase and take over the 
plant, is probably not maintainable. In 


view of the ruling of the supreme court 
n the cases of City of LaCrosse vs. 
LaCrosse Gas & Electric Co. 145W408 
and Calmnet Public Service Comyany 
vs. City of Chiltpn, 148W334, Superior 
141WS63, it is not certain that such 
jrovisions'of franchises are contained in 
iection ~ of the one under consideration 
lave not been wiped out.. The logic of 
;hese rulings would indicate that such 
provisions are no longer effective. • 


Experience in one or two instances 


•where similar provisions 
were con- 


tained in franchises convinced us that 
it was impossible for a municipality to 
dispose of its bonds or mortgage certi- 
ficates 
unless 
application was first 


made to the Commission for determin- 
ing the value of the property or approv- 
ing the contract entered into between 
the muncipality and the owners of the 
plant. 
Bonding houses seem reluc- 


tant to handle securities of the char- 
acter that it would be necessary for the 
city to issue to acquire the plant, un- 
less all the steps provided by the sta- 
tute have been taken. 


The claim that the company is a 


cooperative organization and therefore 
not subject to the general provisions 
of the public utility law seems to "us 
untenable. 
The 
corporation 
was 


formed under, the laws of the state for 
the purpose of carrying on a public 
utility business. 
It received a fran- 


chise from the city which authorized 
it to occupy the streets of tho city1 with 
its distribution system. 
Pursuant to 


such franchise, it has been serving the 
public generally. 
We do not telieve 


that the common council could grant to 
an 
individual or collection of indi- 


viduals the right to use the public 
streets for anything except a public 
purpose. In our judgement, there is 
no question about the standing of the 
company under the law as a public 
utility. 


The corporation is a nondescript in 


law. It seems to be a hybrid produced 
by the union of a business corporation 
with that of a mutual benefit associa- 
tion. Under the circumstances, it is 
not surprising that grave legal ques- 
tions have arisen as to the status of the 
corporation and 
the interests of the 


public as well as of the stockholders 
therein. It would be tnucn better if 
the corporation were placed on a busi- 
ness basis allowing the stockholders .1 
reasonable return 
upon their invest- 


ment and charging the general public 
reasonable rates for service. _Mutual 
telephone companies and mutual elec- 
tric light companies are prolific of 
trouble and dissension because of the 
numerous members and 
various in- 


terests involved.' 
It is not within the power of the 


Commission 
to determine 
the !e.<al 


mittens involved in the controversy. 


Relative to the issue of stock, tne 


question 
could be presented to the 
courts by appyling to the Commission 
for authority to issue stock for the 
purpose of complying with the fran- 
chise 
provisions. 
The 
Commission 


could refuse this upon the grouiid that 
it was not required for any of the pur- 
poses authorized by the statute. The 
company could then institute manda- 
mus proceedings to compel it to issue 
stock. This is the course that was 
pursued in the Soo case.
